Secondly, That the purpoſe of making Warres 
againſt the King of Perſis holds ſtill : but that the 
preparations haue beene much hindered , and there 


"1 haue fallen otit many difficulties,which crofle the Tur- 
hauing committed moſt of the preparations yato the 


Baſhaw of Babylon, becauſe his Gouernment lyes next 
vnto Perſia ; the Natiues and 'Subie&s of Babylew 
had before made their Baſhaw to difobey the Great 
Turkes Commaunds in that point : And when ice 
fince ſeemed willing to obey his Lord and Maſter, 
the Baby/ortans haue taken and burnt their Baſhaw 
and Mufti (che Mufti being their chiefe Prieſt or Pope 
of the Mahometan Religion) and haue ſince choſen 
to themſelues new Gouernours ; whom, it the Grand 
Szignior ſhall offer to diſturbe, or diſplace , they re- 
folue to defend themſelues againſt him, and to put 
L themſelues , for the more ſecuritie, vnder the protec- 
tion of the Sophr, or King of Perſia ; who, for ſome 
oe. difterens

kiſh intentions : The chiefe of which was, That hee

differences in Religion, is ſtill, and now eſpeciaily, tte 
mortalleſt and powerfulleſt Enemy that the Great 
Turke hath, | 
This is alſo confirmed by other Letrers,which came 
by the way of Yexice: which affirme alſo, That the Re- 
bellion in Babylon is moſt certaine ; and that the Ba- 
ſhaw there (I take it, they meane the new Bafhaw of 


the Peoples chuſing) holds great correſpondencie with 
the King of Perſ/a. 


Thirdly, theſe diſturbances in the Eaſterne parts of 
the Turkith Empire , were alſo much encreafed by 2 
Sedition in Egypt : Which Countrey alſo becing vn- 
der the Turkith Dominion, refuſed to accept of their 
new Bathaw, and mace a moſt furtous Faction againſt 
um ; ſo that the whoic Countrey was alfo readv to 
rcuolt : but by the perfwaſion of the former Baſhaw, 
then going cur of his Othice, the common people were 
ſomething appeaſed, and entertayned their new Go- 
uernour, 

And thus you ce tie diſtractions of this huge and 
vaſte Turkiſh Empire; which begins to change their 
Obedience, with the Murther of their former Prince : 
Vhich Seditions 1n the people, no doubt will be ea- 
verly apprehended by the King of Perſia, who could 
willingly fee every one of the Baſhawes { like the 
Capraines after Alexangers death) catch a ſhare for 
himſelfe, that ſo hee might be roo ſtrong tor any one 
of rhem ſingle ; and at laſt , whileft they fight with 
him feucrally , hee might oucrcome them all gene.

From ©A/ziers the Letters come by the way of Ye- 
rice, whence they write; that the two famous En. 
gliſh Pyrars, Captaine Ward,andCapraine Szp(07, 
and diuzrs others of their crew, ate lately dead of 
the plague, which is extremely rite in many parts of 
Barbary. 

Frem Alziers againe they write, thatthe Ambaſ- 
ſador of the States of the Low Countryes Door 
Pinacker, had ſo well ſped himtielte in hiyambaſſge, 
that he had obtained an agreement betwixt thoſe of 
Alzier, and the vaited Prouinces ; and thathee had 
gottenlibertie for diuers of his Countrimen,whom 
the Pyrats of 4/gier had taken at Sea,and made Gal. 
ley-ſlaues of, which he hauing obtained here, went 
for the ſame purpoſ: rowards T hun, to diſcharge 
thoſe Dutchmen, who were there held cither in the 
Priſons, or in the Gallcys. 

From Algicr againe they write, that the Pyrats 
had 42. ſaile at ſea, excellently well prouided: And 
that ſome of them had lately brought in a moſt rich 
Prizeto Alzier, which was a Spanith Carrick bound 
from L:sbone in Poxtugall,for the Eaſt Indies;whe-e- 
in were found diuers Cheſts of moncy, of Gold and 
Siluer, &c. And they brought inalſo another Spa- 
niſh Galicon,with 16. brafſe and many yron peeccs 
of Ordnance, manned alſo with 350. Sovldiers and 
Sailcrs, and beſides both theſc, they had gotten 4+ 
other ſhips alſo. Far.

Some of the Galleys of Algiers haue done great

By the way of Rome allo the newes comes from 
Aleters, that the Turkilh Pyrates there haue lately 
taken aſhip,comming from Nous Hiſpazia, wherein 
were tothe value of 2:000. Crownes, and 200, men 
which were found aboard of her, were all made

Thus you heare, that though Ward and Sampſon, 
be dead, yertthe Turkes haue Pyrates and Rovers 
enough to trouble all the Merchants that trade that 
way.

21.wherein 
werold you of the reſolute holding out of the liege 
of Gl1tz, we haue heard ſince, that that ſtrong 
towne is ſurrencred to the Emperour, by theyoung 
Count of 7 er», who before ſo braucly detenecd 
it: Butthe particulars we yet hauenot : Only thus 


much f;om Hamborouzh,that the young Count was

In the meane 
time, you may pleaſe to ebſerue this, that the two

From the Dyet of Regenſparg. 


Here are alſo ſome letters in Le,don, which re- 
lare, that the Count Harsfeld hath invaded the 
Count of Embaens country, vpon this quarrell (as 
it is thought) that he maintayned ten Companies 
for three months ſpace in Spinelaes Armie, againſt 
the States and the Prince of 07ange : And that the 
Marqueſſe Spino/ hath ſent vp forces to inuade the 
Duke of Holferns country. 


From Amſterdam, Nonemb. 18, 


The Prince of 0r4n7e(who weteld you before in 
our laſt Newes, was gone vp) is now they ſay gone 
ro take in Linger, Which Count Mansfield had a 
farre off blocked vp before. That which may make 
tis paſle for truth is, for that Linger (as we told 
you) was ſometimes the Prince of Oranges owne 
inheritance, which henow defires much to recouer. 
The Count Mansfirld is now got into Embaen-layd: 
He is thought ro hauc neere 10000 horſe, He de- 

manded 
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' manded, as they ſzy, 200080 Rixe Dollars,and two 


principall Townes; (the very keyes of the country) 
ofthe Count of Emdes,in ſatisfaRtion to the States, 
whoſe enemies hee had ayded. Whereupon the 
Count fled with his houfhold furniture, towards the 
Biſhop of mores country,and ſent his two daugh- 
ters to the towne of Embaden to be there in more 
ſafcric. b 

It is confirmed, that the Count of 4»ho!t, who 
hath beenethe Biſhop of Cullens Generall,hath had 
his rowne of Azholt taken from him by Count 
Mansfield. Thecountry comes in ſo faft to Count 
Mansfield, that he cannot entertaine them all, but 
is faine to thanke and diſmifle diuers. 


The money which ſhould pay thoſe 16000,which 
the Colonel Kniphowſen is gone to levie for the 
Duke of Brunſwick, in Bremenland, Weſphalia, and 
Brunſwick, is made ouer to Embden by the States of 
the Vnited Provinces ; where itlyes ready for them, 


The Duke of Brunſwick was conueyed vp towards 
Count Mansfield, by the Count Henry of Xaſſaw 
his horſe : which peraduenture were thoſe 30 Cor- 
nets, or ſome of them, whichwye in our laſt Newes 
told you of, that Count Herry had at Schenckſconſe.
